DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. Claims 1-25 and 27-47 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1, (i) in lines 9 and 15 of page 4 respectively, the term "on" should be 
replaced with term such as -in-; and (ii) in line 13 of page 4, the phrase "is substituted 
with" should be replaced with -contains-. The corrections are necessary because the 
substituents are a part of Regroups rather than a group in addition to R 1 " 4 groups. 

Claim 4, (i) in lines 6 and 12 of page 5 respectively, the term "on" should be 
replaced with -in-; and (ii) in line 10 of page 5, the phrase "is substituted with" should 
be replaced with -contains- for the same reason as shown above. 

Claim 8, line 2, replace the term "on" with -in-. 

Claim 10, (i) the nomenclatures of "1,2-ethane", "1,2-propane", "1-2-catechol", 
and "1,2-dimethylhydrazine" are improper and they should be replaced with "1,2- 
ethylene", "1,2-propylene", "1,2-catecholate", and "-(CH 3 )N-N(CH 3 )-" respectively; and 
(ii) the term "and" before "a substituted heterohydrocarbyl" and "-N(R 5 )-" respectively 
should be replaced with "or" to be logical. 

Claims 13 and 14 lack antecedences since A and/or C are limited to the single 
atom Markush selective group of claim 1. 
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Claims 17 and 18, the compounds containing "P(=S) n , "P(=Se)", or "methoxy" 
group in the claims lack antecedences because "A" or "C" here cannot be more than 
"P" and the substituents cannot be polar. 

Claim 40, the phrase "the transition metal from" should be deleted because it is 
the transition metal compound as whole is combined with the ligand compound. 

Claim 47, (i) in lines 12 and 18 of page 16 respectively, replace the term "on" with 
-in-; and (ii) in line 16 of page 16, replace the phrase "is substituted with" with -
